Anti-aircraft gunfire 
was heard, and shore observers pre- 
sumed that the ship had been 
bombed. 

The Air Ministry announced that 
the Royal Air Force had made suc- 
cessful scouting flights last night 
over Western and Northwestern 
Germany and over seaplane bases 
in Helgoland Bight. 

The bombing and sinking of the 
1706-ton British steamer Keynes 
yesterday in the North Sea was 
disclosed today when its crew of 
17 was landed at an English port. 

Members of the crew said the 
ship was attacked twice by Nazi 
planes which scored five direct 
bomb hits. Only one crewman, 
the radio operator, was injured.

Bartley No. 1 mine. Sixty-seven men 
still were missing, approximately 
48 hours after the blast ripped 
through the corridors 600 feet un- 
derground. Asc rescue workers dog- 
gedly pressed their search for 
more victims, the company issued 
this statement: 

“Anyone would have to say hope 
is all but abandoned for any of the 
92 men in the explosion coming out 
alive.” 

Such a death toll would make the 
Bartley explosion the nation’s 
worst -mine disaster since 1928, 
when 195 were killed at Mather, 
Pa. A blast that killed 361 miners 
at Monongah, W. Va., in 1907, holds 
the record, 

It took approximately 38 hours 
to tunnel through tons of slate, 
rock and coal to where the men 
were caught by a blast mine in- 
spectors said might have resulted 
when the miners cut into some 
abandoned gas-filled entry. Forty- 
seven diggers in the eastern section 
of the mine escaped. 

Four of the 25 bodies were re- 
covered yesterday outside the ex- 
plosion scene. Two of these vic- 
tims, officials said, apparently vio- 
lated rules and started walking out 
afted finishing work instead of 
waiting to be brought out. The 
explosion occurred less than an 
hour before the day shift was 
scheduled to go off duty. 

For a time today hope for some 
of the men brightened when weary 
workers finally dug into a right 
entry, finding dinner buckets and 
machines where 30 men had been 
working. Belief was expressed 
that the men had made their way 
to another section and successfully 
barricaded themselves against gas, 
but these hopes were dashed with 
the finding of bodies in a pas- 
Sageway leading ofi from the entry. 

Crews had to “carry the air” with 
them, building barriers as they 
pushed ahead from here with fresh 
air to allow laborers to work with- 
out oxygen helmets. 

Above ground, miners and rela- 
tives of entombed men huddled to- 
gether in a cold drizzle, watching 
as rescue crews changed shifts 
every four hours.

O’HARE DOG TRACK 
PAID $48 ON EACH 
DOLLAR INVESTED 


Bay State Legislature Gave It 
Top Bracket Tax Exemption 
on Owners’ Plea. 


BOSTON, Jan. 12 (AP). — The 
Dighton Dog Track, according to 
records in possession of Federal 
investigators today, made profits 
of $227,520 for its stockholders, who 


purchased the original 4740 shares 
at par value of $1 a share. 

Federal officials said records in- 
dicated half of the original shares 
were owned by a group headed by 
Edward J. O’Hare, killed in gang- 
ster fashion in Chicago recently. 

Financial affairs of the track, 
which has been in operation for 
four years, are under investigation 
by a Federal grand jury for al- 
leged income tax violations. One 
of the charges was that income 
accruing from the track to at least 
one individual had been under- 
stated by approximately $113,000 in 
1935 and 1936. 

The records showed the track 
paid dividends of 1500 per cent in 
1936; 1800 per cent in 1937; noth- 
ing in 1938, and 1500 per cent in 
1939, Federal officials said. This 
dividend record, they added, meant 
that on each $1 invested, the re- 
turns had been $48. 

Last year the State Legislature 
exempted the track from the high- 
est taxation bracket on the plea 
that it could not continue to op- 
erate if it was forced to pay large 
additional amounts to the State. 
While this plea was being made, 
Federal attorneys asserted, divi- 
dends of 1500 per cent apparently 
were being paid to stockholders.

SCHOOL AUDITORS 
URGE GREENHOUSE 


Excess Labor for Certain 
Jobs.

A “general overhaul” of the 
Board of Education greenhouse to 
eliminate irregularities has been 
recommended to the School Board 
by Boyd, Cronk & Co., auditors. 

Reviewing records of the green- 
house, including labor time slips 


and carfare records from May to 
December, 1939, the auditors 
found: “No records are kept show- 
ing production. Costs are allocat- 
ed arbitrarily to schools and are 
unreliable. Examination of labor 
tickets indicates. employment of 
excess labor for certain jobs.” 


Payments for Use of Cars. 

Three trucks are assigned to the 
greenhouse for hauling materials 
and transfer of men to jobs. In 
addition, private cars are used to 
transport men from job to job, for 
the use of which a so-called car- 
fare allowance is made. 

The report: “Otto H. Hempel- 
man-.was paid for two cars, one 
driven by himself and one driven 
by a greenhouse laborer, Alfred A. 
Andersen, in whose name the pay- 
Mr. Hempelman 
stated the arrangement for the use 
of both cars was made with the 
knowledge and consent of Mr. San- 
ger and Mr. Philip Brante, but 
Mr. Brante denied any knowledge 
of the Andersen car.” George W. 
Sanger, former Building Commis- 
sioner, resigned and killed himself 
last September. Brante is one of 
two assistants the Building 
Commissioner. 

Number of Unsupported Fares. 

The auditors’ report continued: 
“Comparison of time slips ‘of men 
employed with carfare reports 
showed a considerable number of 
unsupported fares. Mr. Hempelman 
explained this by stating that in 
some months his cars were used 
in excess of the maximum allow- 
ance and that he transferred those 
excess fares to months in which the 
use of the cars was less than the 
maximum allowance. 

“Our examination of available 
records does not substantiate his 
explanation, 

“We are of the opinion that a 
general overhaul of this depart- 
ment could be made with advan- 
tage.” 

The greenhouse is at Field ave- 
nue and Blow street. 

Payroll Padding Inquiry. 

The new Building Commissioner, 
Joseph P. Sullivan, whose work was 
not criticised by the auditors, said 
he would ask them whether the 
head custodian who padded the pay- 
rolis 10 years ago is still employed 
in the school system. The auditors’ 
report did not aame the man or 
say whether he was still working. 

On that point, the report said: 
“We were informed that some 10 
years ago a head custodian at one 
of the high schools entered on night 
school payrolls the names of cer- 
tain custodians who did not work 
and that when these men received 
their checks, he had them turn over 
the money to him. 

“Upon investigation we were able 
to satisfy ourselves that this prac- 
tice did exist and when the in- 
dividual was confronted with the 
facts, he admitted the practice. 

“We were informed that in years 
past certain custodians were used 
on work away from their schools. 
The information furnished us was 
that a former Building Commission- 
er discovered this practice and dis- 
missed some employes as a result. 
We obtained photostatic copies of 
several affidavits made by school 
employes stating the above des- 
cribed practice was followed.”

There was a hesitancy in the 
board, however. On Nov. 9 it 
approved all recommendations made 
by the commission, except as to 14 
companies, Union Electric being 
one of the 14. One the same day 
it set up an assessment of $30,615,- 
813 for Union Electric, the amount 
at which it had been fixed the year 
before, and about $400,000 higher 
than the commission’s recommenda- 
tion.

Slight Increase in 1937. 
1937—This was the first year of 
the Stark administration. The as- 
sessment showed a very slight in- 
crease. The commission recom- 
mended $30,262,610, and the board 
approved $30,254,637. This year the 
members of the Tax Commission 
were Andy W. Wilcox and Clar- 
ence Evans, Democrats, and Jesse

1938—Another slight increase was 
noted this year, the total increase 
for two years being about $100,000.

Increase of 29 Per Cent. 
1939—This year the assessment 
was jumped 29 per cent, being in- 
creased from the 1938 figure of $30,- 
307,329 to $39,170,911. The Tax Com- 
mission recommended $36,336,292, 
and the board increased it to the 
still higher figure. " 

The actions of both the commis- 
sion and the board took place after 
President Louis H. Egan, Vice-Pres- 
ident Frank J. Boehm and Vice- 
President Albert C. Laun had been 
removed from their positions, 
though all were still carried on 
Union Electric payroll at the time. 

In the interval between the 1938 
and 1939 assessments, the Governor 
had made one change in his Tax 
Commission.

Dust Rather Than Smoke, Problem 
Here, Engineer Says. 

The differentiation between 
smoke and dust and the control of 
dust particles was discussed last 
night by H. C. Dohrmann, chief en- 


gineer of the Buell Engineering Co.., | 


New York City, at the Engineers’ 
Club, 4359 Lindell boulevard. Mem- 
bers of the club, a group of Wash- 
ington University students and a 
representative of Smoke Commis- 
sioner Raymond R. Tucker were 
present. ; 

Dohrmann contended that the 
problem in St. Louis is one of dust 
accumulation rather than smoke. 
“Smoke is particles resulting from 
the incomplete combustion of the 
volatile constituents of the fuel, 
while dust is the carry-off of resid- 
ual ash after the combustion of 
coal,” he said. The control of smoke 
particles depended on the proper 


design of the furnace and control of } 


the combustion conditions, he as- 
serted, but, in the elimination of 
dust, collectors were used, which 
separate the dust particles from the 
flue gas. 


He showed with moving pictures 
and blackboard illustrations, that 
the amount of dust discharged from 
boilers usually was much greater 
in weight than the amount of 
smoke. The finer dust particles 
were distributed over a great area, 
he said, and became’ so _ greatly 
diffused that tests showed the con- 
centration of particles in the at- 
mosphere due to stack emission 
was much less than that originat- 
ing from vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic on a busy city street,

forcement of the ordinance, held ,t 
was of no interest to the Health 
Department if’ owners or tenants 
burned soft coal, anthracite, dust, 
oil, gas or garbage—so long as it 
didn’t produce smoke. The result 
was that New York became a com- 
paratively smoke-free city, despite 
occasional contributions from the 
west bank of the Hudson River, 
where New Jersey plants carry on 
without restraint. 


Has Studied Smoke 50 Years.. 


Dr. Darlington. has studied the 
situation for nearly 50 years, not 
only as physician but as a graduate 
civil engineer. He served with 
the rank of Major in the United 
States Army Medical Corps during 
the World War. He has lectured 
on medical subjects at New York, 
Fordham and other universities, 
and was professor of anatomy and 
oral surgery at New York College. 


“If St. Louis is trying to rid 
itself of smoke by providing a spe- 
cial fuel,” Dr. Darlington said, “the 
smake abaters dre barking up the 
wrong tree. The situation cannot 
be solved by attack from the eco- 
nomic side, The financial saving in 
proper firing and efficient equip- 
ment usually is not enough to in- 
duce small operators to buy the 
equipment or to learn the right way 
to stoke a fire. Certainly, then, 
they are going to continue to buy 
the cheapest fuel as long as it is 
available and use it inefficiently 
with the result that the city always 
will be burdened with smoke. 


“But when the situation becomes 
@ menace to public health and 
comfort, it is time for the Board 
of Health to step in. Certainly, en- 
forcement of anti-smoke regulations 
belongs in no other department. 
If smoke is no menace to health 
there is no good reason to legislate 
against it. ° 

“One thing is certain: If you 
don’t shut off your smoke, you've

The question of the kind 
of fuel and the kind of furnace 
or &moke consumer or any par- 
ticular patent process, is a question 
for the individual owner and his 
architects and engineers to decide, 
and not the Department of Health.” 
“As a matter of fact, you can 
burn any kind of fuel you want as 
long as you have the correct equip- 
ment and the correct method -of 
stoking. If the law is enforced 
against those who produce smoke, 
the offenders soon will learn the 
right way and buy the right means. 
The smokeless goal can be attained 
by education, but it will have to 
start with enforced education in 
the public good. When offenders 
are haled to court a few times, the 
annoyance and inconvenience will 
soon make them sit up and take 
notice, long before it is necessary 
to assess fines or impose jail sen- 
tences.”

‘‘Why Not Remove Us?” 
Eagleton Asks. 


The Board of Education voted to 
spend at least $3500 on an investi- 
gation of Russell W. Hibbert’s bank 
account at a stormy meeting last 
night, during which several mem- 
bers shouted at each other and 
President Mark D. Eagleton criti- 
cised some members for inconsist- 
ency in their attitude toward Hib- 
bert. 
' Eagleton declared he would spend 
.$3500 of his own money on the in- 
vestigation if the board did not 
vote it because the matter had 
been carried so far. James J. Fitz- 
gerald repeated that if he were 
superintendent, he would “remove 
Hibbert to some minor position be- 
cause he has lost the confidence of 
board members and the public.” 
“Haven’t we lost the confidence 
of the public?” Eagleton asked. 
“Why not remove us?” “Maybe 
that would not be a bad idea,” re- 
plied Fitzgerald. Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer expressed the opinion the 
public knew the School Board was 
doing a good job in cleaning up 
irregularities since the board itself 
had hired Boyd, Cronk & Co. to 
make its extensive investigations. 


Hibberts Agree to Inquiry. 

Hibbert, director of the division 
of books, supplies and equipment, 
and his wife, mother, son and 
daughter agreed to permit a full 
investigation of their account after 
questions had been raised about 
two checks for $285 and $252, as 
well as several larger deposits, in- 
cluding one of $2000 and several 
of $1000 each. 


Superintendent of Instruction 
Henry J. Gerling, taking cognizance 
of questions raised about the Pupils’ 
Relief Fund, informed the School 
Board he favored releasing to the 
public the audit of the fund by 
William M. Susanka, School Audit- 
or. Gerling has called a meeting 
Monday of representatives of 
donors to the fund to ask them for 
authority to release Susanka’s re- 
ports, 


A message from Gerling; read to 
the School Board by Philip J. 
Hickey, secretary-treasurer and as- 
sistant superintendent, said: 

“Bearing in mind his responsibil- 
ity to the donors of the fund, whose 
representatives, at a meeting Dec. 
19, 1939, voted against making 
public the accounts, he is calling 
another meeting Monday, Jan. 15, 
at which time he will ask these 
representatives of the donors for 
authority to release the audit re- 
ports.” 


Donors to the relief fund in- 
clude teachers, principals, janitors, 
clerks and other non-teaching em- 
ployes. At the Dec. 19 meeting 
at Gallaudet School, only principals 
and assistant superintendents were 
present. Teachers and other em- 
ployes were not represented, Super- 
intendent Gerling delivered a speech 
assuring the principals all was well 
with the relief fund. The principals 
adopted a resolution expressing “im- 
plicit confidence” in his handling 
of the fund. 

Eagleton read a statement of his 
own to the Board in which he said, 
“I feel I can and should request 
Dr. Gerling and the donors to the 
Pupils’ Relief Fund to release this 
(Susanka) audit for public benefit.” 


Intermingling of Assets. 

He recaled that the Boyd, Cronk 
audit had shown “an intermingling 
of assets” between the lunch room 
fund and the Pupils’ Relief Fund, 
“both of which were handled ex- 
clusively by Dr. Henry J. Gerling 
as trustee.” 

The job of investigating the Hib- 
bert bank account will be offered to 
Haskins & Sells, accountants, who 
said they would take it only on 
condition they received full co- 
operation from the Hibberts. John 
C. Tobin, their lawyer, assured 
the Board the Hibberts would co- 
operate. 

Eagleton declared that some of 
the “clouds over Hibbert” had been 
induced by the Board. “Hibbert 
ought not be under any clouds that 
we start,” Eagleton said. “If he 
starts them, let it rain.” 

Eagleton asserted the Board had 
spent seYen months investigating 
Hibbert, neglecting other school 
matters.. He criticised board mem- 
bers for not asking Hibbert ques- 
tions at the public hearing. “Now 
you are trying to make heroes of 
yourselves,” he said. “I think board 
members ought to be as consistent 
with Hibbert as we want him to be 
with us.” ‘ 

Emmet T. Carter, School Board 
attorney, said the Haskins & Sells 
Co., if it accepted the assignment 
of investigating the account, 
wanted $3500 at once and might 
seek additional appropriations 
from time to time. 


Questions Hibbert’s Sincerity. 

Dr. Francis C. Sullivan declared: 
“I object to Hibbert’s telling the 
board whom to hire or how we 
should employ anybody. Boyd- 
Cronk started this investigation 
and they are well qualified to carry 
it on, They can’t be smeared. I 
don’t believe Hibbert is sincere in 
his objections to that firm.” 

Hagieton then made his offer to

The Mayor announced he would 
resign after a factional fight in 
which he proposed that the asso- 
ciation’s articles be amended to 
permit it to buy, sell and transfer 
its own stock—a move which his 
opponents said would enable a sin- 
gle group to gain dictatorial con- 
trol. The proposal was defeated.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12 (AP). — 
Either the Toronto Maple Leafs 
play over their heads Saturday 
night in Toronto—or the New York 
Rangers will set a new National 
Hockey League record for unbeaten 
piay. 

The Rangers last night came 
through with a 5-3 victory over the 


Chicago Blackhawks to match the 
league’s 18-year-old record of 18 
games without defeat. That mark 
was first set by the Montreal Can- 
adiens. The Rangers’ unbeaten 
streak began Nov. 19. During the 
streak the team has won 13 and 
tied five. 

But the “pressure” was on the 
young Blue Shirts and it took them 
two periods to get over an attack 
of the jitters and get rolling along. 
When they did, they were in- 
vincible. 

Meanwhile, the Stanley Cup 
champion Boston Bruins were 
‘having a field day of their own 
against the crippled Toronto team, 
winning in Toronto by a 5-2 score 
and thus keeping themselves in a 
first place tie with the Rangers. 

Twice last night the courageous 
Rangers gained a one-goal lead and 
twice they blew it before that ter- 

rific attack of theirs finally could 
undo the goal tending of Paul 
Goodman, rookie Chicagoan. 

The victory was a celebration of 
Goalie Dave Kerr’s thirtieth birth- 
day. Kerr played as though in- 
spired—just as he has ever since 
the Rangers started their streak. 

Bryan Hextall scored the first 
two goals for the Rangers and 
the last three were fired in rapid 
succession in the third period by 
Lynn Patrick, Babe Pratt and Neil 
Colville. 

Hero of the Boston victory over 
the Leafs was Herbie Cain, who 
scored four of the five Bruin ‘goals 
to come within one of the record 
mumber scored by one player—a 
mark held jointly by Charlie Con- 
acher of the New York Americans, 
and Pit Lepine of the Canadiens. 

Three of Cain’s goals came in the 
third period and two of them were 
fired within 34 seconds of each 
other. 

Three of the Leafs’ stars, Syl 
Apps, Gordie Drillon and Nick Metz, 
were out with injuries. 

Prior to the games, the Rangers, 
the Bruins and the Leafs were tied 
for first place. Now only the 
Rangers and Bruins are left.

EW of us have a chance to do 

much fishing in the winter 

time, but most of us occasion- 
ally wonder what our favorites 
are doing while we are giving 
them a forced vacation. There 
are those who do fish through the 
ice in the Middle West, but they 

are a minority and are generally 
fishing for the “pot” and are not 
of the vacation type of anglers. 
It is interesting to note that 

the fish most frequently caught 
through the ice are wall-eyes and 
northern pike. These two breeds 
of fish seem to be hungry for 
food, even during the cold months, 
but little is heard of anyone 
catching bass when ice fishing. 
And that is probably just as well 
for those of us who pay reverent 
admiration to the fighting bronze 
backs. ; 

Not So Active in Winter. 


As far as I can discover from 
investigation, the black bass ac- 
tually do something akin to the 
hibernation act of the bears of 
this continent. They certainly 
do not swim about in such varied 
locations on our lakes in the win- 
ter time as they do in the spring, 
summer and fall months, 

By being inactive and hibernat- 
ing, even relatively, the bass cut 
down decidedly upon their food 
requirements, for it is their active 
life in warmer weather which 
makes them the voracious eaters 
that they are and the gamey

scrappers when they hit a lure. 

Most authorities believe, and I 
with them, that bass find a’ good 
location under a sunken log or 
stump and take life easy. Some 
go so far as to state that the bass 
bury themselves in the mud until 
spring days roll around. That 
seems a bit like stretching the 
imagination to me, and there is 
no proof of any such practice, 

Certainly the black bass do be- 
come much less active at about 
the same time that the devotees 
of rod and reel do. If this were. 
not true they would be caught in 
equa] numbers to those of the’ 
wall-eyes and “pickerel,” that is 
in waters which produce both 
during the angling season. 

I don't think the bass “sleep,” 
but when such leading authori- 
ties and students of the bass as 
Dr. Henshall in his “Book of the 
Black Bass” contend that the 
bronze backs are not active, the 
case seems entirely sound. 

All I ask is that the fighting 
bass keep as awake and acti

, COLUMBUS, O., Jan, 12 (AP).— 
The Trotting Horse Club of Amer- 
fica announced yesterday, 50 new 
etake and early-closing events to 
headline 1940's Grand Circuit pro- 


gram. 

Frank L. Wiswall of Albany, N. 
Y., executive vice-president of the 
United States Trotting Association, 
said the events would answer the 
clamor of drivers and trainers for a 
better arrangement of juvenile 
stakes and a révival of the all-age 
races so popular a few seasons 

o. 

A series of 10 events, of four di- 
visions each, with entries closing 
March i, are on the program for 
the aged performers. E=ch of the 
10 events carries a purse of $10,000, 
to be split between the four di- 
visions. 

Aged horses which have won 
$6500 or more will race for a $4000 
purse; winners of less than $6500 
will race for $3000; winners of less 
than $3250 for $2000, and winners 
of less than $1500 will shoot at $1000 
purses in the various divisions. 

Five stakes, each for $1500, are 
designed for second-flight two-year- 
olds, with entries closing Feb. 15. 
The plan prevents second-flight 
colts from racing against the top- 
notchers, for as soon as an entrant 
wins $1500 it becomes ineligible 
for further races under the plan, 
but gets a refund on all entry fees 
paid. 

The same conditions hold true for 
five $1500 races for three-year-olds, 
entries closing Feb. 15, all colts 
which won $2000 or more as two- 
year-olds being ineligible. The 
three-year-old events will be on a 
handicap basis, in that 1940 win- 
ners of $1000 will be penalized 40 
feet in the next stake; winners of 
$2000 will be set back 80 feet, and 
winners of $3000 the limit of 120 
feet.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—In an 
effort to line up support for legisla- 
tion to add two es to the 
Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Representative John J, Cochran 
(Dem.), St. Louis, wrote today to 
Representatives from Missouri, Ar- 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, 


kansas, 
‘North and South Dakota and Min- 


nesota, urging them to study the 
latest recommendation of the Con- 
ference of Federal Circuit Judges 
that ‘two additional judges be au- 
thorized for this circuit, to meet 
the increased volume of work. 

The states named are in the 
FRighth Circuit, and Cochran has in- 
troduced a bill to carry out the rec- 
ommendation of the conference. He 
has also introduced a bill to add 
one judge to the Eastern District of 
Missouri, as recommended by the 
conference. In his letter to his col- 
leagues, he said: 3 

“T am inviting your attention to 
a situation existing in the Bighth 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals which, according to Chief 
Justice Kimbrough Stone, requires 
early attention by the Congress. 

“Annually there is a conference 
of United States Circuit Judges 
with the Supreme Court. The Chief 
Justice of each circuit attends the 
conference, makes a report in ref- 
erence to the business, not only of 
the Circuit Court but the various 
district courts, and also submit 
recommendations to the confer- 
ence. 
Business Has Increased. 

“In 1938 and 1989, this confer- 
ence recommended to the Congress 
through the Attorney-General for 
two additional Judges for the 
Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Congress, in recent years, has 
passed numerous laws which pro- 
vide for a direct appeal from a de- 
cision of a board or a commission 
to the Court of Appeals, and as a 
result, the business of the Circuit 
Courts has greatly increased. 

“In the Bighth Circuit, which in- 
cludes your. State, two retired 
Judges for a number of years were 
called upon’ to assist in the con- 
sideration of cases, but last year 
one of the retired Judges died and 
the physical condition of the other 
retired Judge is such that he can 
no longer consider any cases. As 
a result of this, the Circuit Court 
has been required to call upon a 
District Judge to sit with the Ap- 
pellate Court from time to time. I 
am sure you will agree that this is 
not a good practice. 

“On July 25 the Senate passed 
Senate Bill 2185, which is at pres- 
ent on the Speaker’s table.. It is 
on the Speaker’s table because the 
House reported H. R, 7079, which 
is on the unanimous consent cal- 
endar. In the event H. R. 7079 is 
considered, the language in the 
House bill will be substitute for 
the Senate bill. 

Bills Provide for Only One Judge. 

“In both the’ House bili and the 
Senate bill, only one additional 
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automatically carry out the rec 
ommendations of the Judicial Con- 


gressmen from the Hastern Judi- 
cial District to make a concerted 
effort if they wanted this session 
of Congress to authorize an addi- 
tional Judge to take care of the 
increased work in this district. 


1939 GOLD IMPORTS NEARLY | 
DOUBLE PREVIOUS HIGH MARK 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP).— 
The Commerce Department has re- 
ported gold imports into the United 
States in 1939 nearly doubled the 
previous high mark. 
Last year’s gold imports were 
$3,574,414,000. They represented 
movements of European capital to 
this country for safekeeping. 
Although gold imports had ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000,000 in each year 
since the President revalued gold 
from $20.67 to $35 per ounce early 
in 1934, the previous record was 
$1,979,458,000 in 1938, a year in 
which gold movement was en- 
hanced by the first Czecho-Slova- 
kian crisis. The largest portion of 
the metal in 1939 came from En- 
gland and other parts of the Brit- 


jish empire.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP) — 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
approved yesterday amendments to 
the Federal program regulating 
the handling of milk in the St. 
Louis marketing area. 

The major amendment, which be- 
comes effective Feb. 1, establishes 
a relief milk price of $1.78 per hun- 
dred weight. This price would be- 
come operative under any program 
which might be approved for the 
St. Louis area by the Agriculture 
Department. 

The amendment provides that th 
price of class one milk sold outside 
the marketing area must be at the 
level of prevailing prices in the mar- 
ket where sold, as determined by 
the market administrator.

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Together for Balkan Agreement 


at Entente Meeting

Numan Menemencioglu, gen- 
eral secretary of the Turkish For- 
eign Office, who is visiting Sofia, 
is thought to be making a similar 
suggestion to the Bulgarians. 

At the same time, special signifi- 
cance is attached to the stopover in 
Bucharest of the Bulgarian Finance 
Minister, Dobri Bojilov, returning 
from Moscow trade talks. If Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria can be persuaded 
to attend, the Balkan Entente con- 
ference may take on the propor- 
tions of a sort of peace conference 
at which a serious attempt would 
be made to settle Balkan differ- 
ences.

The Court-directed acquittal of John P. Nick is 
another defeat for Franklin Miller and another vic- 
tory for Nick's criminal lawyer, Sigmund Bass. It 


Attorney’s lamentable and spectacular record of 
futility in an office to which he was originally called 
in a popular uprising against organized crime, 
racketeering and violence in St. Louis. Mr. Miller's 
official record is one long, dismal) fiasco, 

Waiving for the moment the question of discre- 
tion which Judge Rowe resolved in favor of the 
ousted Czar of the movie operators’ union, there is 
the fact that Mr. Miller handled this case personally 
and that it haé at last ended in abject frustration. 

A year ago, St. Louls knew Nick as dictator of a 
union infested with gangsters and ex-convicts. It 
knew him as a user of strong-arm tactics, as a nego- 
tiator who denounced, browbeat and cursed theater 
owners. It knew him as the community's No. 1 
labor racketeer. 

Belatedly Mr. Miller took up the case. He might 
have gone into it as long ago as June, 1937, for it 
was then that the Post-Dispatch printed the original 
report of the $10,000 payoff alleged to have been 
made to State Representative “Putty Nose” Brady 
from a movie theater owners’ “defense” fund, on the 
day that Nick signed a wage agreement which did 
not provide an increase requested by the union. Mr. 
Miller might have gone into the case then, but he 
did not. He waited until the grand jury in January, 
1939, acted on its own initiative. 

But pass that. The point here is that the Circuit 
Attorney finally went into action presumably pre- 
paring a case that would stand up in court. The 
first attempt to try it ended in a mistrial before 
Judge Aronson when a juror, allowed. to go home 
for the night during the trial, talked with a wit- 
ness for the State. The Circuit Attorney’s case 
was admittedly weak at the time, and the consensus 
was that the mistrial saved Mr. Miller from outright 
defeat. 

This gave the Circuit Attorney additional time in 
which to strengthen the case. Ordinarily, delays are 
for the benefit of those who want to beat the law. 
This time the extension, accident though it was, 
was on the side of the State. The second trial, too, 
blew up. That time, an old and affectionate friend 
of the Nick family was found on the jury. This 
caused another postponement and brought another 
opportunity for Mr. Miller to work on his case 
against Nick. Then in December came the third 
abrupt halt to proceedings. Before the trial could 
start, a venireman said that he had been offered 
money “to go easy on Nick”; Judge Aronson de- 
clared another mistrial and Mr. Miller again found 
himself with time in which to perfect his case. 

Yet when he went to trial before Judge Rowe, it 
was with the same circumstantial evidence that he 
had used in the very first instance. Little if any- 
thing had been done to strengthen his case. As 
soon as the case was outlined to the jury, Nick’s 
lawyer moved for dismissal on the indictment. 
Judge Rowe, however, chose to hear the testimony 
first. When Mr. Miller had presented his evidence, 
the defense again demurred—asked in effect for a 
directed acquittal on the grounds that the extortion 
charge had not been proved. The defense said, 
moreover, that it would present no evidence; if not 
sustained by Judge Rowe, it would appeal to the 
State Supreme Court. Judge Rowe upheld Nick’s 
lawyer and the case ended. > 

Who is responsible for this astounding record we 
do not presume to say. We do not know how or if 
the several dubious elements actually fit together. 
But the fact is that here is the case, in all its 
unsavory windings and turnings, now topped off 
with a directed verdict of acquittal. 

Judge Rowe says that he wanted to do the right 
thing by the people and by the defendant. He 
says frankly he had a serious issue to decide. The 
question, to use his own word, was a “close” one. 

If it was as close as that, if Judge Rowe found 
it that hard to make up his mind as to the right 
course, might he not have sent the case to the jury? 
The grand jury thought there was a case against 
Nick, Although it is not impressive in Mr. Miller’s 
conduct of the case, presumably the Circuit Attorney 
thought thefe was a case. Somebody else, as yet un- 
identified, thought there was a case against Nick, 
else why the efforts to pack or buy off the jury? 
What would have been the harm of finding out what 
a trial jury thought? If the case was worth four 
starts—and all the cost to the taxpayers which that 
means—might it not have been worth presenting to 
a trial jury in at least one instance? 

However lawyers may view this case, laymen 
will see it in no narrow setting. The rank and 
file who regard courts as temples of justice will look 
on the sorry Nick case in its very definite relation 
to law and order in St. Louis. Ordinary men and 
women will consider the disreputable character of 
John P. Nick. They will remember the brave 
fight of members of Nick’s union who broke away 
from his ruthless rule. They will survey the sus- 
picious record of Mr. Miller’s case against him in 
court. They will wonder why Missouri should allow 
separate trials which weaken the cases against co- 
defendants like Nick and Brady when Illinois and 
many other states send persons indicted on the 
same evidence to trial together. These members of 
the general public will now ask themselves if the 
futile Nick case does not represent a complete 
breakdown in the processes of justice in St. Louis. 

The rights of defendants are to be protected, to be 
sure. But so are the rights of the people to be pro- 
tected. What about the people whose name was in- 
voked four times against Nick? Where do they come 
out?

A rapid increase in idle funds ‘in banks at the end 
of the year has brought the aggregate of idle depos- 
its in the banks of the country to. more than five 
billion dollars.

This speech, as we see it, 
set the keynote for the British propaganda 
war drive in this country. The object of 
that drive we believe to be to draw the 
United States into the war. 

Lord Lothian disclaimed both of these 
things in his speech. He said Britain was 
leaving it to America’s conscience to de- 
cide how much part they should take in the 
war; and he said he wasn’t putting out 
propaganda. 

Of course he wasn’t putting out the 
clumsy kind of propaganda peddled by Hit- 
ler, Goebbels, Stalin and Molotov. Lord 
Lothian’s speech was a masterpiece of the 
other and more effective kind of propa- 
ganda—the kind of heart-searching, let’s- 
face-the-facts candor which makes the vic- 
tim think he is thinking for himself. 

The British Government couldn’t have 
picked a better man that we know of for 
this job than Philip Kerr, eleventh Mar- 
quess of Lothian, grandson of the four- 
teenth Duke of Norfolk, wartime confiden- 
tial secretary to David Lioyd George and 
diplomat extraordinary.

The British position, as set forth by Lord 
Lothian, is this: 

This war is another round in the age-old 
struggle between democracy and autocracy 
—only autocracy is now called totalitarian- 
ism or dictatorship. ‘Victory in this latest 
round turns on sea power: if Britain can 
keep control of the seas, democracy wins; 
if Hitler can take it away, totalitarianism 
wins. 

The United States’ interests are parallel 
to those of Great Britain and France; think 
what kind of world we'd find ourselves in 
if totalitarianism should win this war.

Neither we 
nor you, nor the oversens republics and do- 
minions, would be so secure if either of us 
was left to act alone.” 


It is imperative, therefore, Lord Lothian 
implies, that we act in concert with the 
Allies throughout this war, to preserve the 
kind of world we want tq live in. How much 
co-operation we shall furnish the Allies, His 
Lordship graciously leaves to, our con- 
sciences and to “the relentless march of 
events.” 

In plainer English—Come on in again, 
Sam, if you don’t want your number ag well 
as ours to come up. 

What is the proper American answer to 
this British argument? 

We think it is this: 

In 1914-17, we were sold that same bill 
of goods by some distinguished predecessors 
of the present-day British propagandists— 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, wartime British Am- 
bassador to the United States; Sir Gilbert 
Parker, and our own Ambassador to Great 
Britain, Walter Hines Page. ;

Miss Farmer, Attorney for 
Board, Questioned on 
Voting at Sorg Plant in 
Ohio at Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP).— 
Representative Routzohn (Rep), 
Ohio, raised the question today 
whether the National Labor Board 
did not have to “juggle figures” to 
get the labor election results it 
wanted. 

He got a quick “no” from Mar- 
gwaret McDuff Farmer, review at- 
torney for the board, then on the 
stand in the House Committee in- 
vestigation of the Wagner Labor 
Act and the board. 

The point centered on a collec- 
tive bargaining election at the Sorg 
Paper Co. of Middletown, O. 

Miss Farmer said the findings 
eof Philip G. Phillips, regional di- 
rector of the board, showed 265 
votes were cast for a CIO union, 
257 against the CIO, 13 challenged 
and three contested. 

Questioned on Vote. 

Phillips recommended that one 
eontested ballot and six challenged 
votes bs counted, and that two chal- 
lenged votes not be considered. The 
one contested vote was for the CIO, 
giving the union 266 votes. 

No matter what the six uncount- 
ed challenged votes showed, Miss 
Farmer said, the CIO would have 
won. 

However, Routzohn: asked, “Don’t 
you have to juggle figures to get 
what you want?” “No,” was the 
reply. 

“You took Phillips’ figures and 
didn’t question them,” asked Rout- 
gohn. “Yes, I did question them,” 
Miss Farmer said. 

Miss Farmer said she thought it 


was “perfectly legitimate” for the: 


board to go beyond the evidence in 
labor disputes for certain types of 
information. She asserted that of- 
fers of additional information 
should be accepted with equal read- 
iness from both employers and un- 
fons. 

Representative Halleck (Rep.), 
Indiana, said that, in the case of 
the Sorg firm, Phillips condemned 
the general principle of allowing 
an employer to offer testimony 
after a case was closed.

FIRST EXECUTIONS UNDER 
NEW YORK KIDNAPING LAW 


Two Abductors of White Plains 
Business Man Hoped Until 
Last for Clemency. 
OSSINING, N. Y., Jan. 12 (AP). 
-—The two kidnapers of Arthur 
Fried, wealthy business man of 
White Plains, were electrocuted in 
Sing Sing prison last night—the 
first thus punished in this State’ 
for a crime other than first degree 

murder. 

Although the State contended 
that Joseph S. Sacoda, 28 years old, 
and Demetrius Gula, 31, shot and 
killed their victim in December, 
1937, it could prosecute no murder 
charge because, it alleged, Fried’s 
body was destroyed—by cremation 
in a furnace of a clubhouse. 

A State law of 1933 provides the 
death penalty if a kidnaped person 
is not returned safely prior to the 
trial of his abductors. 

Until the last both prisoners had 
hoped for executive clemency. Two 
other death house inmates also 
scheduled to die last night, re- 
ceived commutation to life impris- 
enment. ~* 

Fried was kidnaped the night of 
Dec. 4, 1937, when driving alone in 
his car. A $200,000 ranson demand 
was made on his family but the 
mext day this was reduced. No 
further contacts with the kidnapers 
were made, and Fried was never 
again seen alive. 

Eleven months later, Gula and 
Secoda were arrested in another 
kidnaping case and subsequently 
linked to the Fried disappearance, 
Gula, to the last, contended he was 
innocent,

covet as ardently as any Russian 
ever yearned for Bessarabia. 

In all probability, just as soon as 
Stalin moved troops westward into 
Bessarabia, Hungarian soldiers 
would march eastward into Transyl- 
yania. Their aim would be to oc- 
cupy the line of the Carpathian 
Mountains which divide Transyl- 
yania from the rest of Rumania. 
The Hungarians would claim that, 


in doing this, they were prevent- 
ing Stalin’s regiments from march- 
ing too far westward into the heart 
of un-Bolshevized Europe. 

But the average Rumanian, in- 
stead of believing that, would know 
that the main reason for the Hun- 
garian march would be the desire 
to reannex Transylvania to Hun- 
gary. Rumanians are firmly con- 
vinced, if Hungarian troops once 
occupy Transylvania, they would 
never be withdrawn again without 
a stiff fight. 


Hungarian Article of Faith. 
Recovery of Transylvania, among 
the inhabitants of which are more 
than a million with Hungarian 
blood in their veins, is an article 
of faith to the vhole Hungarian 
nation. All over their country I 
have seen the words “Nem, Nem, 


Soha.” “No, No, Never.” 

Emblazoned on streaming ban- 
ners, placarded on facades and 
walls, those words mean that Hun- 
gary will never rest until she has 
recovered the territory taken from 
her as a result of her espousal of 
the cause of the Central Powers in 
the World War. And, when the 
average Hungarian thinks of those 
lost lands, he thinks first of broad 
and fertile Transylvania. 


So, no matter how you look at 
it, the prospect is black for Ru- 
mania. Already there is talk that 
she might possibly give up part 
of Transylvania to the Hungarians 
in order to brighten up the situa- 
tion in her backyard in case the 
Russians invaded Bessarabia. 
Probably, however, nothing short 
of the whole of Transylvania would 
satisfy the shouters of “Nem, Nem, 
Soha.” The chances are that, at 
some point in Europe’s war, Rus- 
sia will snatch Bessarabia away 
from Rumania, while Hungary 
snatches Transylvania, and the 
Italians merely stand around and 
make. polite but ineffectual pro- 
Rumanian noises. And Britain and 
France, extremely busy on other 
fronts, would most probably tell the 
Rumanians not to feel too badly 
about it because, at the end of the 
war, with Russia and Germany de- 
feated, they would see to it that 
Rumania got back her old fron- 
tiers. 


Rumania’s Position Precarious. 


Incidentally, in all the talk about 
the reported Italian-Hungarian 
promise to help Rumania against 
Russia, there is little said about 
Germany. Nor about Bulgaria. Yet 
both those nations are gazing hun- 
grily across poor Rumania’s fron- 
tiers, eager to snap up morsels of 
her territory. Germany wants the 
Rumanian oil fields. Bulgaria wants 
the Dodrudja region, of which she 
was deprived because she also, like 
Hungary, had the misfortune to 
pick the Central Powers as winners 
in the World War. 

In short, among all the European 
nations threatened with falling into 
the soup, Rumania is the one that 
is poised most precariously on the 
edge of tureen. If she gets out of 
her present mess, without losing 
‘her shirt, she can get out of any- 
thing,

vember the British appear to have 
the mines under control. But it is 
unlikely that the Germans counted 
on sinking many ships except in 
their early rush. This was not 
their object. 

The object was rather to force the 
British to undertake a huge and 
expensive program of constant pa- 
trols and minesweeping all along 
the east coast, involving hundreds 
of ships and thousands of men. 
After the November week, the ap- 
pearance of a single mine in any 
area would force numbers of these 
sweepers to turn out. For a very 
small and inexpensive amount of 
mining activity the Germans impose 
on England large and expensive 
counter-measures. 


Now the second stage of the pro- 
gram has been reached, with Ger- 


man aircraft raiding the sweepers 
and patrol craft. England must 
protect the sweepers. The aircraft 
do not attack them every day or 
even very often. This week’s at- 
tacks were only the second series; 
But they present the British with 
a military problem of the first 
order. 


All these minesweepers, trawlers 
and fishing vessels, scattered as 
they are over hundreds of miles of 
ocean, must now be given protec- 
tion against air attack, To be sure, 
the ships can be armed—provided 
England can find the hundreds of 
anti-aircraft guns and the crews 
to man them. But even this is not 
full defense. What the trawlers 
need is defending planes. 

That is, again by expending the 
minor effort necessary for a few 
raids, Germany is forcing on En- 
gland a vast expenditure of money 
and energy. The English retort so 
far has been counter-attack. They 
conduct equally unexpected raids 
on the German bases, with the ob- 
ject of forcing the Germans to 
keep airplanes at home and in the 
air, ready to beat off attacks at 
all times. Whether either attack or 
defense will continue along the 
same lines is-undecided. But it 
does not look like a blitzkrieg,

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BOOK RECORDS 100 
SUANT TO CHECK IN 
SGHOOL INVENTORY 


Auditors Report Figures 
Were So Incomplete 
That Count Failed to 
Verify Them. 


Auditors have recommended to 
the Board of Education that its 
system of accounting for textbooks 
be expanded to maintain records of 
those moving into and out of the 
bindery, returned to publishers and 
sold to second-hand dealers or as 
waste paper. 

The auditors had reported pre- 
viously they were unable to account 
for 101,000 missing books. 


The auditors found there was a. 


division of responsibility in account- 
ing for books. Records of grade 
school books are kept by the Sup- 
ply Department and those of high 
schools are in the Instruction De- 
partment. Records of the Supply 
Department covered new books in 
the warehouse but, until recently, 
mo record was kept of the disposi- 
tion of used books returned by 
schools to the warehouse. 

“We understand the auditor’s of- 
fice makes periodic physical tests 
of the books in the schools and 
during the past year took an in- 
ventory of all books in the ware- 
house.” the report said. “But the 
records of books on hand were so 
incomplete that the physical in- 
ventory failed to serve as a check 
on the accuracy of those records, 
and, in fact, no attempt was made 
to use it for that purpose.” 


One of Hibbert’s Duties. 


“The Supply Department should 


at all times be informed as to cur- 
rent needs for particular texts and 
be able to inform the Instruction 
Department of excesses in certain 
schools which may be used to sup- 
ply deficiencies in others,” the re- 
port suggested. One of Russell W. 
Hibbert’s duties as Director of 
Books and Supplies has been to 
keep books from accumulating in 
schools where they are not needed. 

Books returned to the warehouse 
should be classified as proper to re- 
bind, to store for future call or to 
gell as waste, the report added. 

If a complete system of account- 
fing for books were installed, the 
auditors said, it should result in 
elimination of objectionable prac- 
tices and effect substantial econo- 
mies. 

The following example of objec- 
tionable practices and waste was 
cited: In July, 1936, a revised edi- 
tion of the Strayer-Upton “Practical 
Arithmetic” was approved. A three- 
year plan was worked out by which 
each year a third of the schools 
would be furnished with the new 
books. However, at the end of a 
year, schools were instructed to 
order .the revised edition oéf the 
arithmetics and to condemn old edi- 
tions on hand. In the year ended 
June 30, 1937, the schools bought 
17,100 copies of the text and during 
the following five months bought 
42,100 more, thus supplying prac- 
tically the entire needs of the sys- 
tem. 

“It is obvious,” the auditors com- 
mented, “that the three-year plan 
was not carried out. We were una- 
ble to obtain a satisfactory ex- 
planation of the change. On July 
19, 1935, a purchase of 9500 copies 
was made of the old edition of this 
text at a cost of $5145. On June 
30, 1936, the inventory showed 13,- 
765 new and rebound copies of the 
text were on hand in the ware- 
house. It seems to be a fair in- 
ference that complete information 
as to the number of copies of this 
text on hand would have enabled 
the board to have avoided’ the 
greater part at least of the July 
19, 1935 purchase. 

Unauthorized Editions. 

“We pointed out in an oral re- 
port an instance of a revised edi- 
tion of a text, not properly author- 
ized, being accepted in the system. 
We were told by an employe of the 
Supply Department that numerous 
similar instances have occurred 
during the past 10 years. 

“While acceptance of these re- 
vised editions may or may not have 
injured the board from a monetary 
or educational standpoint, certain- 
ly rules of the board were violated. 
Furthermore if a text has reached 
the stage where revision is neces- 
sary, it might be that other pub- 
lishers had also brought out texts’ 
during the interim and it might be 
advisable to have committee action 
determine the best.” 

The method of selecting books 
has been subject to criticism, the 
auditors said, for these reasons: 

Texts were discontinued which 
teachers thought were superior to 
the books which replaced them; in- 
sufficient tithe was allowed for ex- 
amination of books by committees; 
committees of teachers or princi- 
pals were not used frequently 
enough, many changes being passed 
on only by a cummittee of assistant 
superintendent; committee reports 
in some cases gave no reasohs for 
the selections made, consisting 
merely of a letter to the superin- 
tendent signed by the Director of 
Books and Supplies (Hibbert) and 
the members of the committee, 

New System Worked Out. 

As a result of the criticisms, the 
Feport continued, a new system for 
selecting books has been worked 
out with Gerling and the assistant 
superintendents. The pian is: 

Each assistant superintendent 
will furnish names of teachers or 
principals he considers qualified 
to pass on the merits of the text 
for a perticular course, The su- 
perintendent will select a commit- 
tee from the names submitted and 
each member will be given a copy 

of the revised or next text for re- 
view. This committee will be given

Peterson Shows’ Kiwanians 
Views of Early Buildings, 
Relates Plans. 


Charles S. Peterson, senior land- 
scape architect for the Jefferson 
Riverfront Memorial, conducted 
members of the Downtown Kiwanis 
Club on a pictoria’ tour of consid- 
erable historic interest yesterday 
at the Hotel Statler. He arrived 
at the meeting with a magic lan- 


tern, a collection of slides and a 
store of information on Old St. 
Louis. 

He showed sketches of old build- 
ings put up by the French along 
the riverfront prio- to 1800 and 
then some built just after the turn 
of the century, including the Old 
Rock House, 1818, described as the 
oldest building in £'. Louis. “We’re 
going to try to restore the Old 
Rock House to its original condi- 
tion,” said Peterson. “It was built 
as a fur trading center.” 

The oldest residence in the city, 
said the architect, is the Jean Bap- 
tiste Roy house on Second street, 
just out of the Memorial area. An- 
other view was of the old National 
Hotel. “You can still get a room 
there for 25 cents, just like the day 
it opened,” he said, 

Courthouse Plans Changed. 

Peterson had an architect’s sketch 
of the way the Old Courthouse was 
supposed to look when finished, but 
it didn’t turn out quite as expected. 
The city was booming just then and 
it was decided to put on an addi- 
tion which considerably altered the 
building’s appearance. 

One of the liveliest sketches was 
of the Great’ Fire of 1849, which 
swept over the riverfront and de- 
stroyed many of the original build- 
ings. Much of the old French ar- 
chitecture fell before that fire, 
Peterson said, and it was replaced 
largely by brick structures then in 
vogue in Philadelphia and other 
Eastern cities. 

One thing the National Park Serv- 
ice intends to do, he said, is pre- 
serve and exploit certain buildings 
in which cast fron was used as a 
material. “The Merchants’ Bank is 
one of these,” said the architect. 
“It was put up in 1857, just after 
iron had come in as a building ma- 
terial. St. Louis has some of the 
best examples of these, even better 
than New Orleans, where you will 
find the iron used more for decora- 
tion. We're going to save all of 
them we can.” 


Scene of Dred Scott Trial. 

In mentioning the Papin Build- 
ing on First street, erected in 1854, 
Peterson said he wanted to correct 
a popular misconception. “It was 
here that the important Dred Scott 
case wa tried,” he said. “Most 
everybody thinks it was in the Old 
Court House. Dred Scott was tried 
in a State case there, but the fate- 
ful slavery trial was held in the 
Papin Building, in a room used as 
a temporary United States District 
Court.” 

In showing a sketch of the open- 
ing of Eads Bridge—on July 4, 
1874—Peterson spoke of the occa- 
sion as “a day which marked the 
beginning of the decline of the 
riverfront.” He added: “We are 
going to try to restore to this his- 
toric area some of the grandeur it 
enjoyed during the days when 8&t. 
Louis was the capital of the whole 
West.”

Former Postmaster Put on 
Probation for Three Years 
for Mail Fraud. 


Frederick W. Baumhoff, former 
postmaster of St. Louis, received a 
suspended sentence and was placed 
on probation for three years today, 
when he came up before United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore for sentencing on charges of 
using the mails to defraud. He had 
pleaded no contest. 

In imposing the suspended sen- 
tence, Judge Moore said he was 
influenced by a medical report 
showing that the defendant was 
in poor health and under treat- 
ment by a physician, 

The Judge asked that he be kept 
informed on the progress of the 
medical treatment and called Mrs. 
Baumhoff before him to instruct 
her to make periodic reports to him 
on her husband’s condition. Baum- 
hoff is 80 years old. 

The Court was informed ‘that 
Baumhoff would be taken to City 
Sanitarium today. 

Baumhoff’s son, Herbert G 
(Chubby) Baumhoff, was sentenced 
to 12 years’ imprisonment and fined 
$14,000 when he pleaded guilty to 
similar charges before Judge Moore 
last Monday. Thére were 14 counts 
in the indictment against him. 

None of the elaborate details of 
the scheme by which the two 
Baumhoffs defrauded prospective 
investors of more than $150,000 was 
brought out in court today. They 
received money from various per- 
sons to promote a patented road 
map.
